HAVE yor(the Church-wardens and Side-men) 
now ſwoꝛn to give in a true anſwer unto all theſe Artticles 
of Inquiry in all their feveral Titles, taken ſuTicient 
time to dꝛaw up your pꝛeſentments, and therein conſulted 
with your Pinifter foz his faithfull $Jiftance ? * 
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"HB Miviſters of ever Pariſh are defrede to give in 
the Names of ſuch of the Younger ſort, in their ſe- 
veral Pariſhes , as they judge fit to receive Confirmation 
from che Biſhop , and to preſenc them tobe Confirmed”: 

Eſpecially ſuch as having Competently learned their Ca. 
techiſm, have not yet received the Holy Communion.
